Dear Dav 


It has been my attention to join the 37-38 Buick club from the start, 
but for one reason or another I have procrastinated, Enclosed pl. 
find my application and fee. 


In a recent issue of your news letter, there was an article about 
upgrading your engine, It talked of using rods, pistons, bearings and 
the head from later engines to improve performance and reliability. 
This is all well and good, and will accomplish the intended results 
If they are used in the right combinations, and everything is put 
together correctly. In the case of 1937 Buicks, an incorrect comb- 
ination could result in DISASTER. 


The 1937 Buick pistons are of the flat top disign, and the 

Combustion chamber in the head is planned accordingly. If later 
installed and 37 head is used, and you happen to 

ead bolted in place because none of the pistons were at 

TDC, the first revolution, if you can turn it over, will break or 

bend something in each cylinder. There simply is not room for the 

later pistons using a 37 head. Later pistons aay be used in 37 ongin 

providing the correct head is used with them, (See next paragraph) 


1938 and all later straight-8 engines used a piston of the pop 
up design. 1938, and 40 were siailar, and may be used with the 
from those years without proble In 1941, the piston w 
redesigned to give the new "Fireball" design, and the pop up was 
actually less than on the earlier engines. Therefore, if you u 
the 41 and later pistons with the earlier head, the compr: 
would be decreased from 6,15:1 to 5.34:1, a situation not 
in what we are trying to do. The 41 and later 5: 
if the 41 later head is used, however, there ie still a slight 
prob The position of tne thermostat housing wae changed slightly 
in 41, causing a distortion in the rubber bypass tube when every 
thing is hooked up. It works, but is just enough off to show, and 
to cause undue strain on the hose, 


Connecting rods with the insert type bearings are a very good 
change to mak pecially now, since biting of rods, while not 
extinct, has certainly lost a lot of its artistry. Buick went to the 
ineert type rod in 1949, and rods from 1949 series 40 and 50 and from 
1950 series 40 may be used, Be sure the engine is 248 C.I.D, Rods 
from the 263 C.1.D. engine will not work. Some engines were changed 
asa replacement, so check it out. For the larger engines, used in 
the 60, 80, and 90 series, rods from 1949 through 1952 70 series 
engines will work fi One note, however, the crankshafts in the 
1947 and earlier Buicks were not held to as close a tolerance in the 
grinding process, and any differences were taken up in the individual 
fitting of the bearings by use of shims. Care should be taken in 
fitting the later rods, especially if the crank has not been reground,

My 4irst intention was to put the motor back together which my 
Little brother had removed three years eartien to overhaul and had Lost a bunch of the 
parts for, The car was in pretty bad shape agter being shoved all over tou gor 25 years 
and needed everything redone just to get it running. One thing Led to another and begone 
ong 1 was staring at a bare grame sitting on my garage gLoor crying for heep. This 
was also my first attempt at a complete restoration and 1 must admit was kind of scarey 
to Look at the car after it was totally apart, not knowing if 1 was capable of putting 
4& back together Let atone find the parts. By this time T was Hooked on Buicks. 1 think 
T bought every book that wns made to hep in the restoration.

In pure 
frustration I parked the car and went to our Swap Booth. After cooling off a bit we had 
a super time. T met several of our Club members and before Long 1 had forgotten all of 
my car problems. Let that be a Lesson to us ake..check you car out 100% before going 
anywhere, especiably £00 mikes. 

After returning to 1LLinois 1 started preparing for the next show, To my surprise 
I spent 37 hours detaibing the car gon it's first show. I could not betieve all of 
the smate things that had been overtooked in our haste to reach the Nationals. 

Well I'm proud to say T must have done something right as 1 have won a First Peace 
award at the Last five shows I have entered of which I won my Senion Award at Hershey 
eartien in October. I put my Baby to steep over the week end and I hope the winter 
Stonage doesn't aggect my fuck next year. I'm tempted to start another restonation, but 
T think T need a rest as that was one hell of a project for an amateur. Maybe next year..

AUTOMATIC CHOKE 

A Delco-Remy #1990001 choke has been developed for the new Marvel 
Cp-18 carburetor. ‘This model choke 1s essentially the same as 
the Model #490-A’ choke as used with the 1937 Stromberg models 
AA~1 and AA-2 carburetors, with the exception that the intensity 
and duration of the "kick" during cold acceleration has been 
changed. This has been accomplished by the following mechanical 
changes: (See Fig. 58).
